Quraniyune vis ahl-us-sunnah and ahl-ul-hadith 


First of all, let may say once for all, that I do not belong to any of the aforementioned sect. I am 
neither among the quraniyune, nor ahl-us-sunnah nor ahl-ul-hadith. The reason is simple — and I think 
that all true Muslims must adopt the same principle — it is because these sects and others have created 
many divisions and are ravaging the whole world. I am an mdependent person and thus I am free like 
air and I am not dependent on any group or sect. I adopt a neutral principle. Now, don’t tell me that it 
is not true when you ponder well on it! 


1 — Quraniyune: This is a name that people give to others who: 


1. Don’t believe in hadiths at all. 
2. Believe only in those hadiths that do not contradict the Quran. 


Quraniyune is the adjective derived from Quran and its singular is qurani. It is a title or a name that 
Muslims use recently. These people have been accustomed with these types of nicknames and use 
then now and then. Everywhere we here this same name! Until now, I never heard a qurani giving a 
response on or an explanation to these accusations being made in their names and the attitude people 
are adopting against them. 


2 — Abhl-us-sunnah is another sect that we already know. This means “the people of the sunnah”. 
Those are people who believe that they are followers of the Sunnah, that’s why they have been called 
hke this. This is a sect that represents the Sunnites which, in turn, represent all the remaining sects 
except the Shi'ahs. By all sects, I mean: 


Tawhid jamaat (in constant war with 2 below). 

Sunnat jamaat (ahl-us-sunnah wal jamaat — in war with 1 above). 

Tabligh jamaat (who just know about going out for 40 days with the jamaaf). 

Salafi jamaat (in war with all people except the Salafis). 

Oadiani jamaat (Ahmadi — they are those who have been taxed “kuffar — infidels” because 

they don’t believe in the finality of the Prophet. 

6. Hizb-ut-tahrir OR khilafah OR al-Muhajiroune (these people are awaiting a caliph to come, 
whether a real or a virtual caliph OR they aim at migrating, we don’t know where to go). 

7. And other sects that we already know. 
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All these sects are Sunnites and ahl-us-sunnah of Islam. 


When we consider hadiths, we see that the Prophet never used such names to distinguish between 
some people and others. The word Sunnite is not found in hadiths. Neither had the companions used 
it. I am asking myself what is the origin of this word? I have the impression that it is only a question 
of differentiation with ahl-ul-bid'ah (people of innovation) that they used such name in the same way 
as the Sunnites used it to differentiate between themselves and the Shi’ahs. 


If you scrutinize them under lenses, you will probably see many innovations in them. So, if ever there 
are proofs, let their scholars, their imams, their preachers and oratèrs bring them forth so as we may 
see them. But I know for sure that these proofs do not exist. This is why I am challenging everybody, 
be it scholars, imams, orators who give talks, and authors who write books, booklet and articles in 
their journals or others. I have found 5 examples of hadiths where it is mentioned the word ahl-us- 
sunnah and there are some who Say “my family”. It has nothing to do with ahl-us-sunnah as we know 
it today. 


3 — Ahl-ul-hadith is another sect that has been formed and they say that they are followers of hadiths. 
In fact, the Sunnah is all the hadiths that has been reported. There are those who say that Sunnah = 
hadiths. 1 am not aware whether they follow the Quran also. But I believe that they follow both, 
except that they opted to call themselves ahl-ul-hadith. This sect has been recently created. 


In all these sects, there is none who called themselves ahl-ul-quran like the Prophet has called them. 
Instead they used ahl-us-sunnah or ahl-ul-hadith which the Prophet never mentioned and used. And 
they dare that they are followers of the Sunnah. But what Sunnah are they following? 


Anas bin Malik reported: The Messenger of God said: God has two types of man among men. They 
asked: Who are they Messenger of God! He said: They are the people of the Quran and top people of 
God (Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 1, book 1, hadith 215; Sunan Abi Dawood at-Twiyalisi: vol. 3, page 589, 
hadith 2238; Ahmad: vol. 19, page 296, hadith 12278, page 305, hadith 12292, vol. 21, page 175, 
hadith 13542; al-Bazzar: vol. 13, page 520, hadith 7369; As-Sunan al-kubra by an-nasai: vol. 7, page

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‘Ali reported: The Prophet said: Perform the odd prayer o people of the Quran because God is odd 
and He likes what is odd (Sunan Abu Dawood: book 8, hadith 1411; Jami’ at-Tirmizi: vol. 1, book 3, 
hadith 453; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 2, book 40, hadith 1676; Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 1, book 5, hadiths 
1169, 1170; Sunan Abu Dawood at-Twiyalisi: vol. 1, page 87, hadith 89; Muswannaf Abdul Razzag:

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Aiïsha reported: The number of grades in Paradise is equal to the verses of the Quran. Whoever enters 
the Paradise among people who recite the Quran; there will be no one superior to them (Muswannaf 
Ibn Abi Shaybah: vol. 6, page 120, hadith 29952; Shu'ab al-iman: vol. 3, page 380, 1843; Kanz-ul- 
ummal: vol. 1, page 512, hadith 2271, page 541, hadith 2423). 


This means that they, the people who recite the Quran, will be superior in Paradise. But where will be 
ahl-us-sunnah and ahl-ul-hadith situated? 


In another hadith, that is clear like the sun in a clear sky, without clouds, the Prophet said: 
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There is in the Book of God, guidance and light. Whoever gets grab of it and take it, will be guided. 


But whoever abandons it will be; misguided (Sahih Muslim: book 31, hadiths 5920, 5922; Sahih Ibn 
Khuzayma: vol. 4, page 62, hadith 2357; Kanz-ul-ummal: vol. 1, page 178, hadith 898). 
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In fact, I left among you two things: One is the Book of God; it is the rope of God. Whoever follows 
it, will be guided. Whoever forsakes it, he will misguided (Sahih Muslim: book 31, hadith 5923). 


The Prophet said: 


AUS à dc 0j éas bas 2j ue Ro 2 


I left among you one thing if you grab it firmly, never will you be misguided: the Book of God (Sahih 
Muslim: book 7, hadith 2803). 
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I left among what if you hold fast to it, never will you be misguided. One is greater that the other: the 
Book of God .. and my family, members of my household (Jami’ at-Tirmizi: book 46, hadith 3788; 
Kanz-ul-ummal: vol. I, page 173, hadith 873). 


In all these hadiths, we see that it lays great emphasis on the Book of God and the members of his 
(Prophet) family. We find no mention of the Sunnah here. 


It is clear that the Prophet mentioned ahl-ul-quran and he had not mention ahl-us-sunnah in these 
hadiths. But is there any scholar or preacher or orator who can bring a proof of the naming of people 
ahl-us-sunnah or ahl-ul-hadith? See how they use a name which the Prophet has not used and they 
forsake a name which he has used! Why? Is this not strange indeed? It is very strange! The Prophet 
called them ahl-ul-quran and they called themselves ahl-us-sunnah or Sunnites! Then they dare use 
sobriquets for people, all types of sobriquets. I challenge them again! See if you can response? 


Let us see what attitude the companions had adopted towards the Quran: 
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Abu Juhayfah reported: I said to ‘Al: Is there any book with you? He said: No! Except the Book of 
God … or this sheet of paper … (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 1, book 3, hadith 111, vol. 3, book 30, hadith 
94, vol. 4, book 53, hadiths 397, 404; Sahih Muslim: book 9, hadith 3601; Sunan Abu Dawood: book 
10, hadith 2029; As-sunan al-kubra by an-Nasai: vol. 4, page 285, hadith 4264; Musnad Abu Ya'la:

Ibrahim at-Taymiyy reported from his father who said: ‘Ali made a sermon and he said: Whoever said 
that we have something with us to read except the Book of God and this sheet of paper .. has said a 
lie (Muswannaf Ibn Abi Shaybah: vol. 7, page 295, hadith 36221; Ahmad: vol. 1, page 51, hadith 614, 
vol. 2, page 170, hadith 780, page 181, hadith 798, page 269, hadith 962, page 304, hadith 1036; Al- 
Bazzar: vol. 2, page 150, hadith 513). 


Was ‘Ali been misguided? Or was he lying? 


So, from where come the hadiths which is of greater importance than the Quran, when ‘Ali said that 
there was nothing except the Book of God and this piece of paper? Is there anyone among the 
scholars, the students, the orators and the authors who can say that they belong to ahl-us-sunnah or 
ahl-ul-hadith? Did Ali commit açmistake when he made such a declaration? 


When we analyze the actual situation, we see that scholars, students, orators and authors form 99.9% 
of people who, when they are questioned, the first answer to came to their mouth, is hadiths or fiqh 
has said. The remaining 0.1% can say that the Quran has said or there is nothing in the Quran related 
to this issue. If they say that the Quran has no answer to this issue, then we have to say that the Quran 
is not uttering the truth because it says that it is complete, there is nothing missing in it, it is perfect 
and encompasses all.

Talha reported: I asked ‘Abdullah bin Abi Awfa: Had the Prophet made a will and he replied: No! I 
said: How could he prescribed a will for people and ordained them when he had not made one. He 
said: He advised to consider the Book of God (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 3, book 49, hadith 866, vol. 4, 
book 51, hadith 3, vol. 5, book 59, hadith 737, vol. 6, book 60, hadith 135, vol. 6, book 61, hadith 
540). 


Will the ahl-us-sunnah and the ahl-ul-hadith recommend a will in the light of hadiths? Why did the 
Prophet not do it? 
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So the Prophet said: O Anas! The Book of God! It is the law of retaliation (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 6, 
book 60, hadiths 26, 27, 135; Sunan Abu Dawood: book 40, hadith 4578; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 5, 
book 45, hadiths 4756, 4761; Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 3, book 21, hadith 2649; Ahmad: vol. 19, page 
314, hadith 12302, vol. 20, page 129, hadith 12704; Al-Bazzar: vol. 13, page 155, hadith 6567; As- 
sunan al-kubra by an-Nasai: vol. 6, page 339, hadith 6933, vol. 7, page 364, hadith 8232, vol. 10,

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‘Ubaydullah bin ‘Abdullah said: The pain of the Prophet became severe and he said: Bring me a piece 

of paper and I will write something that you will not be misguided after me (if you follow it). ‘Umar 

said: The pain of the Prophet has overcome him and we have the Book of God with us and it suffices 
.… (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. I, book 3, hadith 114). 


Can you, as scholars, oratèrs and authors, say that ‘Umar was driveling or he was lying? 


If ‘Umar said that the Book of God suffices for us and he had not said Sunnah or hadiths can we say 
that ‘Umar was mistaken? Can we say that he forgot the Sunnah or hadiths? Or can we say that the 
Quran comprises both the hadiths and Sunnah? This is an extraordinary issue? 


In fact, I can continue citing hadiths showing that the Prophet laid emphasis on the Quran. We have 
also hadiths where the Prophet talked about his Sunnah, but this does give you the right to call 
yourselves ahl-us-sunnah or ahl-ul-hadith. There is no hadith who stipulate this. 


Scholars, orators and authors should beware! We have orators who gave talk and then publish them on 
Facebook or Youtube.com. They say that Islam cannot exist without the Quran and that the latter 
cannot exist with the hadiths. But when we analyze it very closely, we see them drinking with the left 
hand in front of everybody who is watching them. Does he not know who eats and drinks with his left 
hand? And people just applause! them! This is the attitude of people of nowhere. What have they 
understood from these talks? Have you become the same as these people? They try to impress people 
around them with their talks like honey. They themselves do not put into practice very simple things: 
drink and eat with the right hand! They became brothers of the devil and try to impress people. This is 
unbelievable! Scrutinize all those I have quoted and see their attitude when they appear in public and 
do their talks. You will be highly surprised! 


So Muslims who have adopted the title of ahl-us-sunnah or ahl-ul-hadith must take care before it is 
too late. Reflect on this and see for yourselves who have given them these titles.
